AMERICA LOSING FLOUR TRADE.

Shaw Confers With Millers Regarding

Drawback on Imported Wheat.
Washington, Dee. 17.=At the re
quest of Secrotary  SEhaw, representa-
tives of manumber of the I8ading flour
ing Mill interests of the country were
al the treasury department today  in
conference with the secretary on  the
subject of the regulations now in prep.
arntion to allow drawback on exported
flour made in part from imported
wheat. During the conference the seec-
retavy questioned the millers present
on severnl matters of detail in connees
tion with the milling of wheat, the
condition of the export trade and  the
necessity for the action asked for.

At the conelusion of the conference n
statement made by Secretary Shaw was
given out in which he says:

“The importacne of the guestion will
be appreciated when it i= known  that
during Octaber, 1908, 1,800,000 harrels
of Ameriean madeflonr werd exported,
and in October, 1904, less than 800,000
barrels,  In other words, the exporta-
tion of Amerigan made flonr has fallen
off during the present seasin more than
oneshalf.  If the Earopean bakers that
have been using the Ameriean  made
flour change, it will be next to impos-
sible to get the trade back, and it never
enn be gotten back until the Ameriean
farmer sells his wheat cheap gnough to
permit the Ameriean miller to under.
pell'!

SENATOR FULTTON FATHER'S BILL

Hopes to Have It Included in River
and Harbor Measure—Nation
Has a Right to Build,

Washington, Dee, 14,— Based on a
report of United States Attorney Hall,
sent to congress today by the secretary
of war, Benator Fulton intends to intro-

The board of superin ta has
boen investigatiog ae to the relative
resnlta obtained by loll day classes,
part-time classes, morniog classos and
alternoon classes n the first two schoaol
years, wsince the beginning of Novem-
ber, The Investigation was begun as
a remilt of & proposal to cut down the
school day in these grades generally by
ellminating certain stadies, President
Tifit, of the bonrd of education, said
in reference to the scheme:

“While a five hour day is probably
good to keep children on the stieets in
some parta of the eity, I believe in
short school dayw for younger children.
I would give every child educational
